ACCUSED MAKES DENIAL 


Sager Announces He Has No 
Rebuttal Testimony; Re- 
cess Is Taken. 





Judge Muench completed his instruc- 
tions to the jury which is trying Dele- 
gate’ Frederick W. Priesmeyer for brib- 
ery in the Ascher garage case at 2 p. 
m. Tuesday, and arguments were beguf. 

In his instructions, Judge Muench said 
that all persons were equally gullty of 
a crime committed jointly, and that if 
the defendant was showrt to have taken 
any part in bribery, he was as guilty as 
any other person implicated in it. 

After explaining the necessity under 
the city ordinances for an ordinance au- 
thorizing Henry Ascher’s garage, Judge 
Muench said that if the jury found that 
money had actually been paid to one or 
both of the accused persons as a result 
of a corrupt agreement, the defendant 
should be sentenced to not more than 
seven or less than two years in the 
Penitentiary. 

Source Not Material. ~ 

‘It is not material, Judge Muench 
said, whence this money came. This 
point of the ruling bore on the conten- 
tion of Priesmeyer’s lawyers that he 
Renee innocent because the crime had

When They Said ‘“‘Killowatt”’ 
Basis Is Cheaper.

Civic League lighting commit- 
tee reports that Unton Company's 
charges to the city are unreason- 
ably high. 


St. Louts Hardware Mfg. Co. 
adds its testimony of exorbitant 
charges by Union Company to the 
evidence already published. 


Getting in on the ground floor rates 
of the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. is costing the St. Louis Hardware 
Manufacturing Co. of 1519 North Ejight- 
eenth street from 100 to 125 per cent more 
than it previously paid for electricity. 

The company moved last August from 
1514 O’Fallon street to its new home, 
and at that. time was induced by the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. to 
cancel a cofitract_calling for service at 
5 cents a horsepower hour and sign 
up a new contract at 10, 8 and 6 - “cents 
a kilowatt hour. 

The new rates were called the “ground 
floor schedule’ by the Union. Electric 
Light and Power Co.'s solicitors. The 
company’s June and July bills had been 
$13.28 each for electricity, and the Au- 
gust bill, under the ground-floor rates, 
was $28.39, while the September bill was 
$32.60. 

To save itself from the exorbitant 
rates of the new contract, the hardware 
company signed up a contract with the 
Laclede Power company shortly before 
it sold out to the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., and a comparison of the 
rates under the two contracts shows 
one of the principal reasons why the 
Union Electric wanted to get the La- 
clede Power Co. out of the way as a 
competitor. 

In on the Ground Floor. 

“I notified the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. last summer that I 
wanted my meter moved to my new 
factory,’’ said F. Henry Koch, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Hardware Man- 
ufacturing Co., to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. e 

“A solicitor came to see me He 
looked at my contract, which called for 
service at 5 cents a horsepower-hour. He 
began talking about kilowatts and other 
things that I didn’t understand, and told 
me that he would have my old contract 
canceled and let me in on the new 
ground-floor contract. He said it would 
be a much better contract for me. 

“Like everybody else, I wanted to get 
in on a good thing, and signed up 
the new contract. My bills fer power 
had been running from $12 to $21 a 
month under the old contract, when I 
was doing more than twice ‘as much 
business as I am now. . 

“IT signed the new contract and the 
first bill rendered August 20, 1907, was 
for $28.39 for 388.kilowatt hours. My 
June and July bills for 441 horse-power 
hours under the old contract were $13.23 
each. My bills kept on increasing so 
rapidly that I was forced to seek relief 
through a contract with the Laclede 
Power Co. I got a contract with this 
company at 10 cents a ‘kilowatt hour for 
the first 90 hours and 2 cents an hour 
for all in excess. of that. The Union 
Electric soon afterwards bought out the 
Laclede Power, but it is compelled to 
fulfill its contracts. 

‘‘My March bill shows that I used 132 
kilowatts under the Laclede Power con- 
tract at a cost of $9.36 and 136 kilowatts 
under the Union Electric contract at 
$12.24. 

Less Light, More Expense. 

“In March I used 198 kilowatts un- 
der the Laclede Power contract and it 
cost me $10.60. I used 112 kilowatts un- 
der the Union Electric “contract, for 
which I paid my minimum, $11.50. In 
February I used 225.3 kilowatts from the 
Laclede Power branch at a cost of $14.53, 
while 134 kilowatts under the Union 
Electric contract cost me $12.08 

“Although my bills for electricity are 
from 100 to 1% per cent higher this year 
than they were last year, I am doing 
from 2 to 50 per cent less business.”

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“I Am in the Way Here,” 
Bertha Werner Told Her 
Foster Mother. 








“Il will be dead before morning. TI am 
in the way here,’ said 9-year-old Bertha 
Werner to her foster mother, Mrs. Anna 
Trescher of 82 Ann avenue. 

The threat was made at the supper ta- 
ble after Bertha, leaving her food un- 
touched, had sat musing for a long time. 

Before daylight Bertha was dead. At 
midnight she awakened her foster moth- 
er and asked for a drink of water. She 
drained the glass eagerly, and Mrs. 
Trescher noted that the child had a fe- 
ver. Her condition rapidly grew worse 
and shegied at 4 a. m. 

Attempted Suicide Before. 

Bertha tried to kill herself last Thurs- 
day. It is believed that she again got 
hold of poison Monday night, kept it 
hidden in her clothing and took it just 
before she asked ‘for a drink. Mrs. 
Trescher says that she thought the sup- 
per-table threat was an idle one and she 
paid little attention to it. 

Last Thursday when her sister, Mamie, 
14 years old, told her to come fn from 
the yard and dress for supper, Bertha 
flew into a rage and bit Mamie’s arm. 

When she realized what she had done 
she took a bottle of horse liniment from 
the table and drained its contents in 
the presence of Mamie and Mrs. Tresch- 
er. 

She had mixed the liniment with some 
holy water and this was thought by her 
relatives to indicate temporary insan- 
ity. 

Dector Found No Poison. — 

She was treated ,by Dr. Charles 
Klenk, who used a stomacn pump, and 
who said he covld find no traces of 
poison tn the liniment. 

Mrs. T-escher said Bertha seemed to 
tave recovered end.was. in gvod spirits 
urtil Monday. night. 

Four years ago Bertha fell from a 
fourth-story window, alighting on her 
head. When her mother died last No- 
vember she aid ber sister went to live 
with Mrs. Trescher.

Committee of Three From 
Board Visits Washington 
and Other Centers. 





A committee of three members of the 
Board of ‘Education ts in the East for 
the purpose of making inquiries prepara- 
tory to selecting a successor to the late 
F. Louis Soldan, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction. 

The committee consists of Frank L. 
Magoon, president of the Board; George 
kK. Lockwood and Robert Moore, ap- 
pointed by Mr. Magoon. They left St. 
Leuis Saturday and are in Washington. 
Before their return they probably will 
visit New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and other educational centers. 

No One Eligible Here. 


It is reported that by the.process of 
elimination there is no eligible candi- 
date for the position among the teach- 
ers in St. Louis, and that, after that 
conclusion on the part of the board, 
the committee was appoitned to visit 
other centers and choose a superintend- 


ent. 
At a recent meeting of the Board of 


Education $1000 was appropriated to de- 
fray the expense of obtaining a head for 
the public school system. 

There had been no application for the 
position, which pays $7000 a year, and it 
was thought to be the most expedient 
way of filling ti to investigate the abill- 
ty of all the men who may be able to 
assume the duties. 

Redmond §S. Colnan, vice-president of 
the Board, was asked if the visit of the 
committee to the East in search of a 
superintendent meant that the Board be- 
lieved it. necessary to look outside of 
St. Louis for a man to fill the position. 

“There is no bar against any man in 
St. Louis who can fill the requirements,”’ 
was the reply, “but neither is there any 
prejudice against any man in New York 
or any other place who happens to be 
the sort we mant. 


Calis Position Important. 


“The position #0 ably filled by Mr. 
Soldan is one of the most important 
among the public positions in St. Louis. 
It requires a big man, not only a peda- 
gogue, but of the caliber that are fill- 
ing the best positions in the country 
today, whether ft be in the big unl- 
versities, the railroads or the trusts. 

“I suppose a gréat many people think 
; that the salary paid to the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction is a large one. 
I believe that it should be larger, to 
get the sort of man Soldan was. We 
want an executive of class as well as 
a teacher. Soldan was such a man. 
He ran the Board of Education when it 
was necessary to keep his system up 
to the highest degree of efficiency. 

“But no strings are being pulled for 
any man, East or West. It is the de- 
sire to get the very best man procur- 
able for the. work—a big man. But 
there will be no premium on him simply 
because he comes from outside St. 
Louls, if that happens. 

“The report will be first turned in at 
the regular meeting of the board the 
second ' Tuesday in June."’’

W. T. Cox, Assistant Chief of the For- 
esiry Division of the United States Gov- 
ernment, delivered an address before 
100 St. Louls lumber manufacturers at 
the Mercantile Club Tuésday for the 

rpose of awakening them to the ne- 

t¥ of the plans outlimed by the 
ministration to protect the forests 
of the country. 

Most of those at the meeting were 
dealers in yellow pine, a lumber which 
comes almost exclusively from the 
Southern States and is shipped all over 
the world by St. Louis concerns. 

Mr. Cox showed how the lumber sup- 
ply is rapidly being depleted: He urged’ 
economy in cutting, the systematic pre- 
vention of forest fires and the ‘scientific 
protection of growing -saplings. 

Only mature trees should be cut, he 
told the lumbermen. When trees reach 
a certaih age they Shotfld be cut, as they 
will deteriorate if they are allowed to 
gtand. It has been found, he said, that 
the blazing of land after timber has 
Been cut i a bad practice, as it de 
gtroys many saplings which would in- 
gure a second crop within twenty years 
after the first cutting. 

Razorback hogs, he asserted, have 
- Been found to be-one of the greatest 
menaces to the growth of yellow pine 
saplings, whose sweet, tender tops are 
irresfstible morsels.

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HADLEY SAYS 
CITY CAN CURB 
LIGHTING TRUST

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 
Regulation of rates charged for public 
utilities such as gas, electricity and tele- 
phones may be undertaken and contin- 
ued indefinitely in St. Louis by means 
of a permanent public service commis- 
sion like that in New York, according 
to Attorney-General Hadley. 

When informed by a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch that the general under- 
standing among municipal officials was 
that the Coeper act did not contemplate 
a continuous commission of the kind 
New York has, Mr. Hadley said St. 
Louis had the choice between a tem- 
porary and a permanent commission. 

Frequent Regulation Is Remedy 

“Regulation of rates assessed by the 
users of public utilities at frequent in- 
tervals is the surest and simplest meth- 
od of correcting the abuses of which St. 
Louis and other large cities in Missouri 
are complaining,’ said Mr. Hadley. 

“Big corporations are necessary for 
big undertakings like the operation of 
electric and gas plants, street railways 
and telephone systems. The courts 
may punish specific cases of wrong- 
doing on the part of these corporations, 
but a satisfactory solution of the ques- 
tion of reasonable charges and good 
service can only come with persistent, 
scientific regulation. 

‘‘The Cooper law gives St.: Louis all 
the’ power required to fix and demand 
fair rates from the several big corpora- 
tions which are serving the people. It 
is at once a subject of wonder and re- 
gret that the Municipal Assembly of St. 
Louis has not avalled itself of the au- 
thority conferred by the Cooper law. 

“Whether a permanent commission 
should be established in St. Louis is a 
matter for determination by the reople. 
That such a continuous body may be 
created under the terms of the Cooper 
act is beyond dispute.”’ 


Cooper Law Gives City Power. 


Mr. Hadley says the Cooper law vests 
in municipalities the authority to fix 
rates. There is no Iimitation or direc- 
tion as to the way in which regulation 
shall be accomplished. 

The Municipal Assembly may legislate 
on the subject without previous investi- 
gation. It may make such inquiry as a 
basis for ordingnces, elther. through 
committees of its own membership or 
through an independent commission. 

If by a commission, the Assembly has 
the right to name all the members, dele- 
gate that duty to the Mayor or share 
with him the appointments necessary. 


See Merit tm Permanént Body. 


If a permanent commission were 
created, with headquarters at the City 
Hall, it would become, in the belief of 
many, a valuable adfunct to the Muni- 
cipal Assembly whenever the public 
utilities were involved. 

New York's commission is a sort of 
clearing house for complaints of poor 
service, discriminations and overcharges 
on the part of the public service cor- 
porations. 

Any citizen may lodge information or 
charge of any kind against an offend. 
ing corporation. If he sees a grade 
crossing unguarded, an overcrowded 
street car, an eVidence of any kind of 
disregard or violation of his rights, he 
notifies the commission. 

It is that sort of commission that 
some members of the Municipal Assém- 





supply electricity for street lighting at 
«a cents a kilowatt hour, and reduce

The committee is also opposed to en- 
couraging competition to the present 
lighting monopoly, but believes retief can 
be obtained from the present excessive 
rates by regulation and control of prices 
under authority of the enabling act 
passed by the last Legislature. 
Commission Urged. 
The committee recommends the ap- 
pointment of a public utilities commis- 
sion of trustworthy business and tech- 
nical men, clothed with power to de- 
termine a reasonable rate for both gas 
and electricity, as provided by the en- 
abling act. 

The Executive Board of the Civic 
League met at noon Tuesday to take 
final action on the report of the com- 
mittee, which has already been approved 
by a sub-committee consigting of George 
C. Hitchcock, Joseph L. Hornsby and 
Edward C. Eliot. 

The Lighting Committee has been at 
work on the problem fof more than @ 
year. The committee is composed of 

L. Van Ornum, chairman, professor 
civil engineering Washington Univer- 
sity; E. L. Adreon, vice-president of the 

American Brake Co., and former City 
Comptroller; Joseph B. Bascom, frope 
manufacturer; Trescott F. Chaplin, at- 
torney; John J. Lichter, mechanical en- 
gineer, and A. S. Langsdorf, professor of 
electrical engineering, Washington Uni- 
versity. 

Thé committee engaged Attorney Lu- 
ther Ely Smith to examine the public 
utilities act of 1907 and ‘court decisions 
bearing upon it. Mr. Smith's opinion, ex- 
pressed after an exhaustive inquiry into 
the legal phases of the question, is that 
the city cannot only determine and en- 
force a reasonable rate for the’ public 
lighting, but can compel the present 
companies to furnish light to the city 
at these rates ag long as the companies 
enjoy their franchise privileges. 

The Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. is furnishing electricity to the city 
at 4% cents a kilowatt hour. The city 
has several smal! municipal plants in 
operation in public buildings and is man- 
ufacturing electricity for much less than 
that price. The present contract for 
street Hghting expires August 31, 1910, 
and it was for the purpose of acquiring 
information that may afford relief .ffrom 
the present excessive rates that the 
Civic League made its investigations. 
The committee is of the opinion that 
gas should still be used for lighting the 
residence portion of the city and elec- 
tricity for the business district. 


Three Possible Ways. 
The committee points out three pos- 


sible ways of obtaining a reduction in 
the price of electricity: (1) By the con- 
struction of a municipal plant; (2) by en- 
couraging competition, and (3) by reg- 
ulating and controlling prices. 

The cOmmittee states that, under 
economical business management, the 
éity can manufacture its own electricity 
for 2% cents a kilowatt hour, 2 cents 
cheaper than it is getting it from the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. But 
on ve Tesi of the danger of partisan 
politics, which tends to reduce efficiency 
and increase cost, it is declared not to 
be advisable, except as a last resort, to 
erect a municipal plant. 

“Your committee is of the opinion,” 
says the report, “that a resort to com- 
petition, while {t might assist In reduc- 
ing exorbitant rates, temporarily, is 
only a makeshift. and that permanently 
satisfactory results and a minimum cost 
for lighting cannot be secured by compe- 
tition. 

“The enabling act gives the city full 
power and authority to fix and deter- 
mine a reasonable rate both for gas and 
electricity, 2nd to provide and enforve 
fines tor the violation thereof. A public 
utilities commission composed of trust- 
worthy business and _ technical men. 
shoulda be p-ovided immediately by or- 
dinance with such powers as are pre- 
seribed by the enabling agt.”’

were believed to have started across 
the bridge. 

A few minutes later they received 
word that W. L. Kell, a medical stu- 
dent of Kell, Ill, crossing the bridge 
on his way to St. Louis, had been robbed 
near the east tower of Eads Bridge. 
Kell reported that two men took $1.50, 
all the money he had, and his watch. He 
begged them to return the watch, a 
gift from his mother. 

‘Well, we've not forgot our mothers,’’ 
replied the man who had the watch, 
and he handed it back to the young stu- 
dent, with 10 cents for car fare. 


Met’ on “Bloody Island.” 
Detectives Florence and Hess of the 


East St. Louis force set out together 
.for the scene. They had first to cross 
the viaduct which spans the creek and 
railroad tracks. West of the viaduct is 
a stretch of level road across what is 
known, from its unsavory reputation, as 
“Bloody Island,” and after two blocks 
the approach to Eads Bridge begins. 
Near Cicardi’s saloon, at the west 
end of the viaduct, Hess and Flor- 
ence met two men. 

“Hold up your hands,” yelled the 
men, drawing their. revolvers. 

The detectives shouted a similar com- 
mand in almost the same voice, and 
their revolvers flashed. All four began 
firing. 

One of the first of the bullets went 
through Hesse’ stiff felt hat. The two 
men separated, Hutchinson turning back 
toward the bridge and St. Louis, with 
Florence in pursuit. 

The other man made a desperate dash 
past Hess, who emptied his revolver at 
him in the dim light. 

Patrolmen Hansen and Jones, who 
had heard the first’ shots, were crogs- 
ing the viaduct at a quickstep when 
they met the fugitive. They called to 
him to halt, and he replied with a 
bullet. It struck the sole of Hansen's 
shoe, and went through it. The fugi- 
tive took advantage of this to speed 
by the pelicemen, continuing his flight 
eastward. 

At Bay on Bridge. 
Near the east end of the viaduct the 
man met Sergt. Brennan. Apparently 
he aid not want to take the chance of 
running the third gauntlet, and he turn- 
ed back, hunted and desperate. 
Lumber, to be used in repairs, had 
been piled along the north side of the 
viaduct at that point. The man climbed 
upon it, swung over, and,after clinging a 
moment with his hands to the top rail, 
let go. As he did so, Brennan, leaning 
over the side of the viaduct, fired aga'n 
at him. 
Meanwhile, Florence had an exciting 
chase and battle before he captured 
Hutchinson. The fugitive, after sepa- 
rating from his companion, ran west un- 
der a hail of bullets, which he tried to 
return over his shoulder, to “Jack’’ 
Keefe’s saloon at the east approach of 


‘the bridge. To reach this he had to coy- 


er the two blocks of level road across 
“Bloody Island,” and he emptied his re- 
volver as he ran, at the pursuing de- 
tective. 

In a narrow hallway leading to @ rear 
room of Keefe’s saloon, Hutchinson 
turned, at bay, reloading his revolver. 
Florence found shelter behind a pole, 
and opened fire. One of his shots went 
home, and the man, staggering out of 
the doorway, fell or jumped off the 
bridge approach to a pile of sawdust, 
sweepings from the saloon, ® feet be- 
low. As he fell he lost his revolver. 
Florence jumped over after the man, 
recovered himself _quickly and advanced 
with his weapon ready for use. The 
man pleaded for mercy. When Florence 
found that the man had no Weapon, 
he called an ambulance. 

The man said at first that he was 
John Ryan. He was identified by an 
honorable discharge slip from the army. 
This showed he had been @ member of 
Troop K, Sixth Cavalry. He said he 
came to St. Louls from Cairo, and that 














his home was in Chicago.

PASTOR GIVES IDLE MEN 
500 HALF-DAYS OF WORK 
IN REPAIRING HIS CHURCH 


The Rev. C. F. Blaisdell Recom- 
mends Other Ministers Fol- 


low His Plan. 


The Rev. Charles F. Blaisdell, rector 
of the Church of the Holy Communion, 
has demonsthated in the last’ three 
months that it is feasible for a church 
to give work to the unemployed. With 
a fund placed in his hands by his peo- 
ple for the purpose, he has given an ag- 
gregate of 600 half-days of work to men. 

Married men who applied to him for 
aid were put to work painting and var- 
nishing and making repairs about the 
church. They were paid $1 a day. for 
three days’ work and the rest.of the 
week were worked only half days, to 
enable them to look for work. Unmar- 
ried men were given work for only half 
of each day. 

Some meals were served. On the cold- 
est days coffee was served at 10 a. m. 
and 4 p. m. Six or seven men were 


given sleeping accommodations each 
night. The Rev. Mr. Blaisdell says he 
is well pleased with the experiment, as 
there Was practically no imposition. In 
an address at Wellfare Hall Sunday 
afternoon he recommended that the 
ministers of the city be asked to give 
work to the unemployed along similar 


lines.

TAPIR IS LATEST PET 
Rhinoceros and White Mice 
Among Plagues of Presi- 
dent’s Callers. 





By Wire from the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.— If 
broken-winged stork offered to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by James Hallock of 
Mount Carmel cannot be headed off, it 
will be necessary to enlarge the White 
House. The stork alone would not take 
up much room, but the White House is 
so crowded with the zoological gifts of 
an admiring populace that the addition 
of even a mosquito would render it nec- 


essary to take out a partition at least, 
and maybe to build an annex. 

The latest arrival was the tapir, pre- 
sented by Ornithologist Gooch of Paw- 
tucket. At that time it became nec- 
essary to take out a sofa and pull down 
a part of the wall to make a place for 
the tapir back of the East Room. 
When Waddy Hickford of Peoria sent 
a mallard duck and a baby rhinocerps, 
about a month before Mr. Gooch’s gift, 
the quarters allotted to the pets were al- 
ready so crowded that the President was 
reluctantly forced to give away’ an an- 
telope that had been sent him by Jack 
Abernathy of Oklahoma, and a zebra 
sent by the Negus of Abyssinia. He 
would not have done so but for the 
strong desire of all the Roosevelt fam- 
ily to have a rhinoceros of their own. 
The President’s own quarters have 
been somewhat cramped by the necessi- 
ty of erecting just back of his bedroom 
a swimming pool for the sperm whale 
presented by Capt. Angus Cutler of New 
Bedford, Mass., and the shark given by 
Admiral Beresford of the British navy. 
One of the reasons given by Secretary 
Garfield for the infrequency of his calls 
at the White House is that the white 
mice presented by Miss Abigail Doram 
of Painted Post are allowed the freedom 
of the reception room and like to crawl 
up his legs. The President says he is 
sorry, but cannot give the mice any 
other quarters, as the only room avail- 
able for their use has been turned over 
to the Belgian hares sent here by Ig- 
natius Mix of Los Angeles. 

Many women visitors have left the 

White House abruptly without mention- 
ing the reason for their departure, in 
consequence of the latitude allowed to 
Miss Doram’s mice. 
At the White House this morning it 
was said there was no truth in the re- 
port that a man named J. Henry Pic- 
kle, living in Sodus, has offered the 
President a newly caught and only par 
tially tamed Welsh rabbit.

Equestrian Features of Circus

The chief business of a circus owner 
fin these days of sensation is to provide 
something a trifle more daring than 
that which jolted the jaded appetite of 
the seasoned circus goer’ of the year 
before. Contrary to the belief that the 
circus is a show for children it is 
framed distinctly for men and women 
who have seen all the daring and clever 
things that acrobats can devise and ac- 
eomplish. The performer with a new 
and skillful variation of an old feat be- 
comes the headliner. 

So it is ‘that the double-somersault au-, 
tomobile tops the bill of dangerous 
feats in the Ringling circus, playing 
this week at Handlan Park, Grand and 
Laclede avenues. The show opened 
Monday with the usual parade, and 
played to filled seats at both perform- 
ances despite the wintry weather. 

Mile. La Belle Roche, who is the pas- 
genger in the automobile that defies the 
laws of gravity, is the most imperturb- 
able person beneath the canvas during 
her turn, which ends the program. 
Monday night the machine rushed down 
the incline, turned twice in the air and 
wanted -to go over again. A half foot 
more of pitch would have sent it over 
with the young woman underneath it, 
but it was caught and held in time. This 
was the thrilling part of the. perform- 
ance and the vast audience gasped as 
it struck on its front wheels on the mat, 
and was caught. 

There was great joy at the circus 
Tuesday afternoon when 429 children 
of the Industrial School attended in a 
body, the guests of Ringling Brothers.

NEW YORK, April 28.—Social equal- 
ity and intermarriage between the races 
were advocated last night at a banquet 


of the Cosmopolitan Society of Great- 
er New York, where 20 white girls and 
women dined 
with negro. men a women. 

Whether by accident or design, all of 
the white women save. three found, 
when they reached the tables at Peck’s 
Restaurant, at 140 Fulton street, that 
the seats beside them were to be oc- 
cupled by negro men. Many of the 
men were as black as coal. 

The Rev. Madison C. Peters, who 
had intended to speak to the society, 
Premained only long enough to view this 
startling seating arrangement. As the 
first course of the dinner was served 
he called Andre Tridon, the treasurer 
of the society, aside, and, pleading as 
an excuse another speech which must 
be delivered uptown, hurried from the 
room. In spite of promises that he 
wouki return and speak, Dr. Peters 
failed to come back and the speech 
was not delivered. : 

Society Woman at Spenker’s Table. 
, Miss Mary White Ovington, a Brook- 
_ Jyn society girl, who has been prominent 
in settlement work, and whose father is 
proprietor of the Hotel St. George, was 
the only white woman who occupied a 
geat at the speakers’ table. Negroes 
were clustered all about her. On her 
right hand sat William H. Ferris, a 
negro graduate of Harvard, who told 
later of his effort to implant his ‘‘Bos- 
ton education’ in the South. At this 
table also sat Hamilton Holt, intro- 
duced: as ‘Editor-in-Chief of the Inde- 
pendent,’’ and whose subsequent utter- 
ances on intermarriage stirred his audi- 
tors to enthusiastic lause, At the 
Jeft of Miss Ovington was seated Edi- 
tor Villard of the New York Evening 
Post, and his plea for “equality and 
abolition of caste spirit’ a few minutes 
later drew forth another wild outburst. 

But the one table in particular which 
attracted attention was that at which 
half a dozen women were seated, and 
where the young negro, army caytain, 
H. <A. Thompson, sat between two 
prominent white girls from Greenpoint. 

_ Negre Captain Popular. 

These young women are Miss Isabel 
Baton and Miss Marion Doolittie. They 
Jaughed and chatted with their negro 
entertainer during the meal, while he 
retold his exploits at San Juan Hill, 
where he served as adjutant of the 
Bighth Illinois Colored Infantry. One 
of his apparent interesting recitals was 
dramatically interrupted by a violent 
attack of nosebleed, which caused his 
hasty departure from the table, but he 
was received with evident pleasure when 
he returned, five minutes later and re- 
newed his attentions to the young 
women. 

At this table were also seated Mrs. 
J. W. Gates and her 16-year-old daughter, 
Bessie. The latter is an attractive 
blonde girl, and was gowned in a biue 
creation, slightly decollette.

Miss Ovington did not touch upen race 
equality as bluntly as Mr. Holt had 
done. Still she grew enthusiastic when 
she got to speaking, and said: 

“‘Move your chairs nearer together and 
get up closer.” That invitation was 
generally accepted by the colored dinner 
partners of the white girls, and a great 
noise of chair crowding continued for 
some minutes. 

Force Is Advocat 

About this time Dr. Ferris, the colored 
collegian, was called upon. He was de- 
lighted to speak and said: “Ig it too 
ston to admit the negro into the bro- 
therhood of equality in the human fam- 
ily? This meeting means more to the 
negro of the black belt of the South 
than to the negro of the North. It 
marks an epoch for the down South 
negro. It is a question of recognizing 
him as @ man and as an equal. There 
is only one way to sucteed—demand 
your equality. 

“We “*ve two leaders, Booker Wash- 
ington advocating peaceful resistance.

“Exercise our rights!" shouted a voice, 
followed by great applause, which was 
joined in by white and black alike.

NEW YORK, -April 28.—Andrew Car- 
negie beamed through his halo of white 
hair and whiskers as he stood at the 
luncheon table of the Vagabonds in 
the Dutch Tavern grillroom of the Na- 
tional Arts Club yesterday noon and 
gazed into a glass of ice water. He 
had been informally introduced as one 
of the principal speakers. He said: 


Would Be a Bohemian. 
“The Bohemian side of life always 


appealed to me strongly, though clir- 
cumstances have prevented me from fol- 
lowing out my tastes in that direction. 
True, I had hobnobbed with Mark Twain 
and Joe Jefferson and only the other 
day the staff of the Outlook invited me 
to lunch with them. Oh, you see, I have 
been in some good society in my time. 
Still, for the most part, I am committed 
to a life of order and respectability, 
which, I assure you, is a great strain. 
But here I feel quite at home. This is 
where I enjoy myself. Ah, you don’t 
need any advice from me on how to be 
happy—you boys with youth and am- 
bition and the world before you. 

“I wish I could trade positions with 
you,’ continued Mr. Carnegie, address- 
ing the vagabond who sat nearest him. 
“You have youth and good looks—no, 1 
don’t mean you, Mr. President, but’ the 
young man on your left—and you ve 
cleverness, or you would not be here. 
Now, if you could trade with me, how 
many millions would you want to boot? 
You see, gentlemen, he don't take up. 

Idkes This Earth. 

“Shall I tell you my dearest wish? 
Something past praying for, I kiow— 
but if I were to think of the thing I 
should most desire if I could have any 
wish I wanted, it would be this: That 
I might have an option on remaining 
here on this green earth until I should 
care to leave it. I don’t want any sud- 
den change from this life and this 
world, as I know it to be, at its best, 
from my own friends around me. I’m 
not hankering after heaven. 

“I can sympathize with the old negro 
servant of a friend of mine—an old fel- 
low who was always complaining, but 
who liked his perquisites in the way of 
the scraps and leavings of the banquets 
which his master gave.

PRESIDENT ASKS 
FOR MORE POWER 
AGAINST TRUSTS 


Tells Congress They Should 
Be Made to Prove .Their 
Right to Exist. 








LAW INADEQUATE NOW 





Regulation of Corporations 
Left to ‘“One-Sided Fed- 
eral Judiciary.”

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Congress to- 
day listened to the reading of the Presi- 


for the extension of the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s power to limit corporations. 
It was sent to both houses yesterday 
afternoon, but it was not officially re- 
ceived in the House owing to the new 
rules, and the Senate postponed its read- 
ing until today. 

For the second time this session, the 
Senate gave a presidential message a 
discourteous reception. There was much 
confusion when the reading began; and 
the members did not attempt to stop 
the disorder. The clerk had read about 
three lines, when Senator Foraker 
moved to adjourn, and the motion was 
carried. 

In the opinion of the President it is 
absolutely necessary that somebody, 
‘“‘whether a commission or a bureau un- 
der the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, should be given this power.’’ It 
must always be borne in mind, the 
President adds, ‘‘that as regards the 
great and wealthy 
through which most of the interstate 
business of today is done, the burden of 
proof should be on them to show that 
they have a right to exist.”’ 

Congress’ failure to clothe the Feder- 
al Government with power to regulate 
these commercial combinations leaves 
them to be regulated by “the occasional 
and necessarily inadequate and one- 
sided action of the Federal judiciary.” 
No matter how upright a court may be, 
Mr. Roosevelt argues, it can only act 
“negatively, or destructively, as an 
agent of Government.” 

Other Recommendations. 

The President begins by recommend- 
ing further employers’ liability iaws; a 
child labor law for the District of Co- 
lumbia; sufficient financial support for 
the Waterways Commission; the ap- 
pointment of a committee to investigate 
tariff conditions; legisiatien providing 
temporary measures to meet any further 
financial trouble, and the preservation 
of the Apalachian forests. 

On the subject of “government by in- 
junction,”’ the President reiterates the 
arguments he used in previous messages 
to support his contention that the pres- 
ent procedure works a grave injustice 
to the great body of American citizens, 
especially in labor disputes. He urges 
Congress to enact legisiation which 
would minimize the “reckless use’ of 
the injunction, which “tends to make 
honest men desire so to hamper its ex- 
recution as to destroy its usefulness.” 

The strengthening of the anti-trust 
law is demanded upon both moral and 
economic grounds, the President de- 
clares. He reviews the industrial revo- 
lution of the past 3) years, which was 
accompanied by the development of 
vast commercial combinations whose 
power must be limited for the public 
safety. 

Not a Leap ta the Dark. 

He argues that regulations by the in- 
dividual states, which could be exer- 
cised only over intrastate and not Inter- 
state commerce, would be inadequate;

| President will have the power to say to the ex- 


cellent trusts: “Go in peace,” and to reserve the 
reprobate trusts for punishment or destruction. 

Few American statesmen would ,care to have 
their names coupled with an idea of this sort, but 
Mr. Roosevelt is nothing if hot original and dar- 
ing. He has advocated this plan Qn many occa- 
sions and, though he finds no support, he per- 
sists. 

If we had a bureau at Washington, in charge of 
a few political grand dukes clothed with the pow- 
er here described a new and highly injeresting 
feature would be added to our party contests.

EW YORK has the tea habit and has it bad. Between 4 and 6 o’clook the 
tearooms of every big hotel in the city are crowded with handsomely 

gowned women, who sit chatting for hours over cups of the fragrant 
brew and exchange unlimited confidences while nibbling sandwiches or scones. 

Every hotel has its specialty in the way of cakes and sandwiches for 6 
o’clock tea. The hostelry that is the most popular at present presents you with 
small sandwiches made of bread as thin as paper and chicken as narrow sliced 
as a mean thought, the whole tied up nicely with pink or biue ribbons. 

“Little boy and little girl sandwiches,” said the mother of twins. “‘I’ll take 
these ribbons home to the children.”’ 

Indeed, these ribbon sandwiches are one of the hits of the season. Not to 
have eaten them and carried off the ribbons as trophies argues you not up to 
date, and when the tea hour is over you frequently see girls going‘out with a 
large bunch of multi-colored ribbons pinned on their frocks as if they were 
nosegays. 

New York got the fea habit from Paris, which got it from London, 
that’s why it’s fashionable and the fad of the moment. 

Everybody knows that English people drink tea at 5 o’clock and always 
have and always will. They drink it in that nice, calm, placid manner which 
distinguishes them, and it is such an institution and taken s0 soberly that they 
would never think of making a fad out of it or originating anything as daring 
as ice cream sandwiches or scones en frisette to go with It. 

But when the tea fad reached Paris it went right to the heart of the Paris- 
ienne. It gave her opportunities which no other meal and no other occasion 
had afforded, and she made the most of it. She planned costumes which com- 
bined the elegance of a tailor suit with the cloth, cut and ornament of a dinner 
gown. She affected particularly expensive simplicity for the “Five o'clock,” 
as she called it. For winter, say, a white tailored costume trimmed with 
sable, and for spring a. very tight-fit-ting, trailing walking dress, in which, 
of course, she couldn’t possibly walk a block, made of some dainty material 
that could never stand any rougher usage than trailing over the velvet carpet 
of the tea room. 

English tea rooms—so called—sprang up in the Place Vendome, in the Rue 
de la Paix and in all the most delightful and expensive quarters of Paris. 
There you could get tea, chocolate, brioche and all kinds of delightful patis- 
serie, and as everybody who was anybody went all the rest came, too. 

New York has copied Paris—and will soon leave it far behind in the tea pro- 
cession. As said, in one block in the center of town—one of the short blocks 
—there are seven tea rooms, all doing - flourishing business. 

The woman who has capital enough to open a tea room in the shopping

bread, with salt instead of butter, an Orange and a soft-boiled egg. 

During the week she has varied the latter part of her breakfast menu by 
substituting chipped beef for the boiled egg, and on Thursday a small mutton 
chop without fat. 

For luncheon she has had (twice) a couple of slices of cold mutton, lettuce 
salad and toasted gluten bread, with salt instead of butter. 

Her dinner consisted again of fruit, stewed wjthout sugar, prunes or apri- 
cots, toasted bread, a salad or a green vegetable and meat. She felt it neces-' 
sary to have edt three times a day as she had given up so many things to 
which she was accustomed. For instance, all kinds of potatoes, rolls, pas- 
tries, sweets, sugar in any form, candy and beer. 

Before breakfast every morning she takes three glasses of cold water in 
gmall sips and the same at night before going to bed, and has been able to 
give up the cathartics to which she has been addicted for many years. 

This she considers a great gain. 

Mrs. Martin is trying to learn to masticate her food very thoroughly—in 
fact, to Fletcherize it, she is instructed to chew each mouthful 37 times. By 
masticating until every part of the nutriment is extracted from the morsel in 
the mouth, the food taken into the stomach really nourishes and the appetite 
js soon satisfied. 

One of the greatest aids to the accumulation of flesh is sleep, which is 
a bit, and becomes a fixed habit with many stout people. The nerves are so 
eévered with.a padding of fat that the result in many people is one of almost 
torpor. During her treatment Mrs. Martin has promised not to sleep more 
than seven hours during the 24, and not to take any naps during the day.

SCHOONER IS WRECKED 





Englishman Picked Up by 


Countrymen Sent.to Cal- 
lan for Trial. 
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SYDNEY, New South Wales, April 
28.——Charged with mutiny on the high 
Seas, the murder of their captain and 
mate and the theft. of the vessel of 
which they constituted the crew, two 
real pirates have just been ordered to 
Callao for trial for their lives. 

The prisoners, George Jackson and 
John Taylor, as they call themselves, 
both Englishmen, shipped from Callao 
on board the schooner Neuvre Tigre, 
flying the Italian flag and bound with 
a cargo of coke for the west coast, 
South American ports, Oct. 19. 

They Constituted Crew. , 

Except for themselves, there was no 
ene else aboard but the captain and 
mate. The two sailors had already, 
Jackson confessed, agreed to seize the 
vessel, and, after but a few hours at 
pea, Taylor attacked the mate with 
a hatchet and forced him to jump over- 
board. Attracted vy the commotion, the 
captain rushed on deck, was attacked by 
both men, knocked unconscious and tum- 
bled into the sea. 

The men undertook to sail the schsen- 
er to Austraila. Neither knew anything 
of navigation, however, and, after 4 
long voyage, the craft finally piled it- 
self up, badly damaged, on a reef ut 
the entrance to Apamama Lagoon, in 
the Gilbert Island group. 

Sent Back to Callao. 


Because they could not give a satis- 
factory account of themselves the na- 
tive magistrate turned them over to 
the British resident commissioner at 
Tarawa, whence the British schooner 
brought them here March 10 for trial. 

The alleged murders and theft of the 
vessel have been committed on the high 
seas and on board a foreign vessel and 
it was deemed best to offer the prisoners 
to the Callao authorities.

Told Him te Move Out. 

Farmer ordered Brennan to move out 
of the house, and told him to go to 
the County Clerk’s office and see the 
record of the deeding of the property 
to him. The house had been owned by 
Mrs. Brennan for years. 

A record of the sale of the property 
was found at the County Clerk’s of- 
fice, and it was learned that the trans- 
fer of the property had been made at 
the office of another Watertown attor- 
ney last October for a consideration of

When the Sheriff's footsteps were 
heard in the rear bedroom, Farmer and 
his wife ran upstairs. Sheriff Bellin- 
ger was standing over a trunk. Mrs. 
Farmer and her husband volunteered 
that there was nothing of interést in the 
trunk. They insisted that it was full 
of rags. It was locked, and they said 
the key had been lost. 

Calling for a hammer, the Sheriff 
broke the lock and threw back the lid. 
Mrs. Brennan's body was doubled up sc 
that her head was pushed down between 
her knees. Her skull was fractured, 
and there were deep gashes in her back. 
A blood-stained ax was behind the 
trunk. 

Neighbors of the Brennans said they 
saw Mrs. Brennan go from her home 
to that of the Farmers last Thursday. 
While there, according to the first story 
told by Mrs. Farmer, Mrs. Brennan 
stepped to the front window to see some- 
one passing. While her back was turne@, 
Mrs. Farmer said, she raised the ax and 
brought it down with all her strength, 
on Mrs. Brennan’s head, killing her. 

In her later statement Mrs. Farmer 
said her husband wielded the ax. In both 
stories Mrs. Farmer said that she and 
her husband put the body in the trunk. 


Brennan, was attacked by supposed rob- 
bers in her home, only a few rods from 
that of her son. She was beaten and 
choked so severely that her death fol- 
lowed ten days after. She had a large 
sum of money in her possession at the 
time. Arrests were made, but the case 
did not come to trial.
